Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 

• - The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  year  1972  indicate  a mid-year 
population  of  2,670  an  increase  of  90  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  5^  births  and  51  deaths  compared  with  ^7 
births  and  37  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  of 
20.8  per  1000  population  compares  with  a national  rate  of  l4.8,  and  the 
adjusted  death  rate  for  the  Borough  of  18.1  per  1000  population  compares  with 
a national  death  rate  of  12.1.  There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  only  5 cases  of  measles  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

Details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  Borough  are  set  out  in  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  section  of  this  report. 

In  presenting  my  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Dyson,  for  his  work  during  the  year  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and 
support .

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors,  Hedon  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor, 

I am  pleased  to  submit  for  your  consideration  and  approval  my  report  of 
the  environmental  health  control  duties  carried  out  in  the  area  under  your 
control  during  1972. 

Public  Health  Acts  1936-61 

Fifty  two  inspections  were  carried  out  in  the  district  pursuant  to  the 
application  of  these  Acts.  Your  district  remained  free  from  conditions  of 
nuisance  or  conditions  likely  to  lead  to  danger  to  health,  and  informal  action 
resolved  any  minor  matters  that  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Health  Department. 

Water  Supply 

The  statutory  undertakers,  Hull  Corporation,  maintained  a wholesome, 
biologically  and  chemically  sound  water  supply  to  the  Borough  during  1972. 

Routine  sampling  was  carried  out  to  ensure  the  delivery  of  a sound  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  joint  sewage  disposal  plant,  operated  in  conjunction  with  Holderness 
Rural  District  Council,  functioned  satisfactorily,  and  gave  no  cause  for 
complaint . 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  as  far  as  possible  in  an 
expanding  district  by  means  of  a 10  cubic  yard  side  loading  refuse  collector 
manned  by  a crew  of  3,  including  the  driver. 

Refuse  was  discharged  by  agreement  at  the  Holderness  Rural  District 
Council  refuse  tip  at  Kelsey  Hill,  Burstwick.
